Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 

On  the  whole  it  has  been  a  satisfactory  year,  although  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  was  higher  than  usual;  this  was  due  mainly  to  an 
epidemic  of  measles  and  a  large  outbreak  of  food  poisoning. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  an  increase  in  the 
death  rate  and  an  increase  in  the  important  rates  of  perinatal  and 
infant  deaths.  However,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  is  a  fall  in 
the  tuberculosis  death  rate,  there  being  no  deaths  during  the  year, 
although  the  number  of  notified  cases  remained  the  same  as  last  year. 

Heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  main  cause  of  death  and  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer,  and  also 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  accidental  deaths. 

There  is  a  change  of  emphasis  in  the  pattern  of  public  health. 
With  the  diminishing  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  and  deaths  from 
that  cause,  the  position  now  is  that  accidents  are  one  of  the  main 
causes  of  death  under  the  age  of  45  years.  It  is  sad  to  reflect  that  when 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  this  country  is  the  lowest  on  record,  many 
children  whose  lives  are  saved  in  infancy  may  later  die  from  accidents. 
There  is,  therefore,  a  need  for  every  effort  to  be  made  in  the  prevention 
of  these  deaths,  many  of  which  occur  in  the  home,  and  could  in  most 
cases  be  avoided  with  precaution  and  care.  More  attention  is  now 
being  focused  on  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  and  handicapped  persons. 
It  is  important  that  they  should  have  adequate  and  suitable  housing, 
with  the  provision  of  such  services  as  are  necessary  to  help  them 
maintain  their  independence  in  their  own  homes. 

Once  again  I  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  given 
by  the  general  practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers  and  the  County 
medical  staff. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  support 
and  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

(a)  Infant  Deaths 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  was  6  (25.21  per  1,000 
live  births)  as  compared  with  4  (16.60  per  1,000  live  births)  in  the 
previous  year.  Two  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  has  increased  this  year  and  is  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  21.1,  which  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.

The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  Cancer,  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 
in  that  order  of  prevalence. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  diseases  shows  a  decrease  this 
year;  there  being  39  deaths  as  compared  with  42  in  the  previous  year — 
25  of  the  39  deaths  were  in  men. 

Nevertheless  the  continued  high  incidence  of  coronary  disease  in  this 
country  gives  rise  to  concern,  and  much  research  is  being  done  into  the 
cause.  It  does  seem  that  the  type  of  man  most  susceptible  is  one  working 
at  high  pressure  in  a  sedentary  job  with  little  time  for  exercise  and 
consequent  increasing  weight.  It  has  been  shown  that  the  amount  of 
animal  fat  in  food  may  be  an  important  factor,  and  more  recently  it 
has  been  suggested  that  the  amount  of  sugar  in  the  diet  may  in  some 
way  contribute  to  the  cause. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  as  compared  with  1  in 
1962. 
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The  incidence  of  lung  cancer  in  the  country  as  a  whole  still  continues 
to  increase  and  it  is  now  the  most  common  form  of  cancer  mortality. 
There  were  24,422  deaths  from  this  disease  in  England  and  Wales  during 
the  year,  the  majority  being  males  (20,742). 

In  spite  of  the  increasing  mortality  from  this  disease  and  the  wide¬ 
spread  knowledge  of  the  dangers  of  smoking  as  expressed  in  the  report 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  the  smoking  habits  of  the  public  as 
a  whole  do  not  change  much.  It  does  seem  that  in  health  education  it  is 
very  difficult  to  influence  the  adult  smoker,  and  that  more  encouraging 
results  may  be  expected  from  educating  the  school  children  at  an  early 
age  on  the  dangers  of  smoking  in  an  endeavour  to  prevent  them  taking 
up  the  habit. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  during 
the  year,  there  being  11  as  compared  with  16  in  the  previous  year. 

This  disease  continues  to  be  one  of  our  great  problems  in  public 
health.  In  Great  Britain  there  are  more  deaths  due  to  chronic  bronchitis 
than  in  any  other  country,  and  there  is  more  sickness  absence  from  work 
from  this  condition  than  any  other  single  cause.  In  England  and  Wales 
there  were  over  30,000  deaths  during  the  year. 

Much  research  has  been  done  in  the  last  few  years  into  its  cause,  and 
there  is  evidence  that  atmospheric  pollution  is  an  important  factor,  and 
that  cigarette  smoking  may  also  contribute  to  causing  and  aggravating 
the  disease. 

During  the  year  there  were  8  accidents  causing  death,  6  of  which 
occurred  in  the  home.  Last  year  there  were  5  deaths. 

There  was  one  road  accident  in  which  a  man  aged  44  years  was  killed 
when  his  motor  vehicle  overturned.  The  other  accidental  death  was  that 
of  a  little  girl,  aged  8  years,  who  was  drowned  when  she  fell  into  the 
river,  in  flood,  following  a  sudden  thaw.

The  increasing  loss  of  life  from  accidents  in  the  home  gives  rise  to 
concern,  as  in  recent  years  such  accidents  have  equalled  the  combined 
total  of  accidental  deaths  on  the  road  and  in  industry.  Most  home 
accidents  have  an  avoidable  factor,  and  much  could  be  done  to  prevent 
their  occurrence.  It  is  important  that  adequate  precautions  should  be 
taken  to  ensure  the  maximum  degree  of  safety  in  every  home,  particu¬ 
larly  where  there  are  old  people  or  young  children. 

The  Council  have  given  consideration  to  the  formation  of  a  Home 
Safety  Committee  to  consist  of  members  of  the  Council  and  other 
organisations  interested  in  Home  Safety. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  getting  representation  from  some 
organisations  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Committee  may  become  effective 
in  the  near  future. 
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II.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
A.  Environmental  Circumstances  and  Local  Authority  Services 
(a)  General 

Water  Supplies.  The  mains  water  supplies  by  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board,  which  serves  the  majority  of  the  properties  in  the  district, 
gave  no  cause  for  complaint  as  regards  quality,  during  the  year.  Two 
complaints,  however,  were  received  of  the  failure  of  the  supply  to  six 
properties.  In  one  instance  the  failure  was  traced  to  a  burst  underground 
pipe,  and  the  other  was  a  result  of  inadequate  pressure  to  a  house  which 
occupies  an  elevated  position.  These  complaints  were  referred  to  the 
Water  Board  who  immediately  had  the  defects  remedied  and  the  supplies 
satisfactorily  restored. 

The  remaining  properties,  mainly  due  to  remoteness,  receive  their 
supplies  from  other  sources,  chiefly  land  springs  and  wells. 

During  the  year  further  negotiations  have  taken  place  in  connection 
with  the  proposal  to  replace  the  unsatisfactory  spring  supplies  by  main 
extensions  between  Satley  Village  and  Low  Mill  Farm  and  also  in  the 
Red  House  area,  Knitsley.  Each  interested  owner  has  now  agreed  to 
make  a  contribution  of  £50  for  each  property,  towards  the  cost  of  these 
mains  and  it  is  expected  that  the  project  will  reach  finality  early  next 
year. 

Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  certain  private  and  public  spring 
supplies  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Twenty-three  samples  of  water 
were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results 
are  as  follows: —

Drainage  and  Sewage 

A  new  system  of  drainage,  complete  with  septic  tank  and  filter  for 
the  disposal  of  domestic  sewage,  has  been  provided  to  each  of  the 
following  properties: — 

Park  Cottage,  Greencroft 
Mount  Pleasant  Farm,  Rowley. 

Burn  Cottage,  Muggleswick. 

St.  Giles  Glebe  Farm,  Satley. 

Whickham  Grange  Farm,  Rowley. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  of  the  Castleside  sewage  works  is  now  in 
hand,  and  when  completed  will  ensure  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

A  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  main  drainage  in  Lanchester 
Village  to  prevent  occasional  flooding,  together  with  sewer  extensions  to 
the  new  private  housing  sites  now  being  developed,  and  reconstruction 
of  the  Lanchester  sewage  works  to  deal  adequately  with  the  increased 
volume  of  sewage,  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval. 

In  conjunction  with  Brandon  and  Byshottles  Urban  District  Council 
a  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  joint  works  at  Esh  Winning  has 
been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

Two  conversions  from  conservancy  to  water  carriage  were  made 
during  the  year.  The  revised  total  of  sanitary  accommodation,  as 
amended  by  the  addition  of  new  buildings  and  deductions  for  proper¬ 
ties  closed  or  demolished,  is  as  follows: —

Atmospheric  Pollution 

There  is  virtually  no  industrial  pollution  problem  in  the  district,  the 
only  raw  coal  fired  plant  is  a  small  brickworks  at  Cornsay  Colliery  which 
has  given  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  past  year. 

Air  pollution  via  the  domestic  chimney  is  still  prevalent,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  progressive  improvement  as  a  result  of  gradual  replace¬ 
ment  by  the  installation  of  new  appliances  by  owners  of  properties. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

Notification  of  rodent  infestation  continues  to  increase  and  it  is 
difficult  to  ascertain  whether  this  is  due  to  increase  in  the  rodent 
population  or  an  urge  by  persons  to  report  infestation  more  promptly 
now  that  they  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  free  service  provided. 

Inspections  and  revisits  totalled  408  and  this  includes  215  properties 
which  were  visited  primarily  for  some  other  purpose. 

Six  sewer  systems  were  treated  in  the  course  of  the  year,  287  manholes 
were  baited  which  resulted  in  45  complete  takes  of  poison  bait. 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  inspection,  baiting  and  re-visits  to  premises 
a  small  motor  van  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  rodent  operator  and 
the  transport  of  his  equipment.  This  will  enable  him  to  give  more 
thorough  and  speedy  attention  to  complaints  than  having  to  rely  on 
infrequent  bus  services  and  the  lack  of  transport  to  the  more  remote 
parts  of  the  district. 
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Disinfestation  Surveys  and  Treatment 

It  is  customary  to  make  an  inspection  of  houses  and  furnishings  of 
prospective  tenants  for  Council  houses  and  204  visits  were  made  during 
the  year.  One  house  was  found  to  be  verminous  and  disinfestation  was 
completed  before  the  family  was  permitted  to  remove  their  furniture 
into  the  Council  house. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

Abnormal  wintry  weather  which  persisted  throughout  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  was  responsible  for  the  temporary  dislocation  of  the 
refuse  collection  service  in  the  more  isolated  and  exposed  parts  of  the 
district,  which  were  made  inaccessible  due  to  roads  being  blocked  by 
drifts  caused  by  heavy  falls  of  snow  and  blizzards.  Accumulations  of 
refuse  were  quickly  removed  as  soon  as  conditions  permitted. 

The  general  pattern  of  present  day  refuse  continues  to  be  of  a  bulky 
nature,  and  with  which  the  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicles  are  coping, 
but  with  this  type  of  refuse,  problems  do  arise,  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  refuse  tips,  such  as  fires,  control  of  considerable  quantities  of  paper, 
etc.,  especially  in  high  winds,  and  the  final  settlement  of  the  refuse.  This 
v/ork  involves  increased  cost  in  preparation,  control  and  restoration 
works. 

Stone  spoil  in  concessionary  domestic  coal  still  presents  a  serious 
problem,  particularly  in  the  Langley  Park  area. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  introduction  of  paper  sacks  for 
the  storage  and  collection  of  household  refuse,  and  a  pilot  scheme  is 
in  the  course  of  preparation  covering  some  1,100  premises  in  the 
villages  of  Castleside,  Satley  and  part  of  Lanchester.  It  is  expected  that 
this  scheme  will  be  put  into  operation  early  next  year. 

Ash  Bin  Renewal  Scheme 

The  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  a  new  standard  dust  bin  at  cost 
plus  a  small  administrative  charge  continues  to  function  satisfactorily 
and  during  the  year  30  new  bins  have  been  supplied  to  owners. 

(b)  Housing  and  Factories 

(i)  General 

Forty-one  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  40  by  private 
enterprise  and  1  by  the  Durham  County  Police  Authority.  The  houses  are

(ii)  Formal  Undertakings  to  Close 

The  undermentioned  property  was  vacated  in  April  and  subsequently 
finally  closed  in  an  undertaking  given  by  the  owner  who  proposes  to 
use  the  building  solely  for  agricultural  purposes.

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(iii)  Repairs  and  Reconditioning 

As  a  result  of  informal  action  125  houses  were  repaired  during  the 
year. 

Inspections  affecting  eight  houses  were  made  after  reports  of  these 
not  being  kept  in  a  clean  state,  and  although  the  dirty  conditions  com¬ 
plained  of  could  not  be  regarded  as  extreme,  repeat  visits  were  made 
in  several  instances  to  ensure  that  the  respective  tenants  were  fulfilling 
their  obligation  to  keep  the  houses  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness. 

Discretionary  Grants 

Thirty-three  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year,  32  from 
owner-occupiers  and  1  from  the  National  Coal  Board  in  respect  of 
10  houses,  mainly  occupied  by  their  employees. 

Whilst  this  shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  interest  is  not  shown  by  owners 
by  taking  advantage  of  the  assistance  available  for  the  modernisation 
of  their  properties. 

Standard  Grants 

There  were  7  applications  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  4  on  the 
previous  year.

(iv)  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulation,  1947-48

(v)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Slaugherhouses  Act,  1958 

Four  slaughterhouses  were  operating  in  the  district  during  the  year 
and  at  one  the  lairage  was  altered  and  improved  to  give  increased 
accommodation  for  animals. 

Due  to  the  distance,  it  is  not  always  practicable  to  be  present  at  the 
time  of  actual  slaughter,  but  all  carcases  and  organs  are  inspected  at 
each  visit. 

Condemned  meat  is  stained  and  disposed  of  under  our  supervision. 

There  were  14  slaughtermen  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December, 
1963. 

(vi)  The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  last  and  replaced 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulation  1924  to  1952. 

For  some  considerable  time  a  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  carried 
out  in  this  district,  and  carcases  and  olfal  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption  are  not  removed  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until 
they  have  been  inspected.  All  carcases,  if  passed  as  fit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption,  are  now  marked  with  the  official  stamp  identifying  the 
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inspector  by  whom  the  inspection  was  made,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations.  With  certain  exceptions,  a  minimum 
period  of  twenty-four  hours’  notice  must  now  be  given  of  intention  to 
slaughter,  and  in  addition  to  these  requirements  the  owners  of  the  four 
slaughterhouses  have  submitted  schedules,  and  received  approval,  of 
regular  times  for  the  slaughtering  of  their  animals. 

No  charges  are  made  for  meat  inspections.

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  6  cases  notified  as  compared  with  7  last 
year.  The  infections  were  mild  in  type  and  no  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Measles.  There  were  330  cases  of  measles  notified  as  compared  with 
99  in  the  previous  year.  This  conforms  to  the  usual  pattern  of  the  two- 
yearly  epidemic.  One  case  was  complicated  by  encephalitis  and  was 
treated  in  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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Whooping  Cough.  There  were  1 1  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  none  in  the  previous  year.  This 
increase  in  incidence  reminds  us  of  the  importance  of  immunisation 
which  should  be  commenced  early  in  infancy  at  the  age  of  two  or  three 
months,  as  the  disease  is  most  dangerous  in  infants  under  one  year. 

The  percentage  of  children  born  in  1962  who  have  been  immunised 
against  whooping  cough  as  at  the  31st  December,  1963,  was  53  as 
compared  with  64  for  England  and  Wales  and  54  for  Durham  County. 

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  201  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified 
during  the  year,  last  year  there  were  4  cases  notified. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a  boarding  school  and 
affected  200  students  after  having  a  meal  of  meat  stew.  It  was  proved 
that  the  infecting  organism  was  Clostridium  Welchii  which  was  isolated 
from  the  exterior  of  the  raw  meat.  The  method  of  cooking,  stewing  on 
one  day  and  reheating  the  following  day  favoured  the  growth  of  the 
organism.  The  illness  was  of  short  duration  and  all  of  the  pupils  had 
recovered  by  the  following  day. 

One  other  isolated  case  was  notified  and  the  infecting  organism  was 
Salmonella  Typhimurium. 

Dysentery.  There  were  5  cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year, 
4  of  these  were  confirmed  and  2  treated  in  hospital.  The  infecting 
organism  was  Shigella  Sonnei. 

Poliomyelitis.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  notified. 

Vaccination  against  this  disease  continued  during  the  year  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  vaccination  state  for  the  Rural  District  was  as 
follows:

Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The  last  case  in 
the  district  occurred  in  1949  and  the  last  death  in  1944.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  important  to  remember  that  this  satisfactory  position  has  been 
achieved  by  continuing  to  keep  the  immunity  of  the  children  at  a  high 
level.  All  children  should  be  protected  by  immunisation  in  infancy 
and  receive  booster  injections  at  18  months,  5  years  and  9  years.

The  percentage  of  children  born  in  1962  immunised  against  diph¬ 
theria  by  31st  December,  1963,  was  53  as  compared  with  65  for  England 
and  Wales  and  55  for  Durham  County. 

A  scheme  for  diphtheria  immunisation  of  school  children  was  carried 
out  in  the  schools  in  the  spring. 

All  ten  of  the  Infant  and  Junior  Mixed  Schools  in  the  district  were 
visited,  and  children  under  ten  years  whose  parents  had  given  consent 
were  given  primary  courses  or  booster  doses  as  required.  Diphtheria 
immunisation  was  combined  with  Tetanus  in  this  scheme.

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Tuberculosis  Services  in  the  Area 

(i)  At  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Villa  Real,  there  are  special  sessions  for 
contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

(ii)  Those  needing  sanatorium  treatment  are  in  the  main  admitted 
to  Maiden  Law  Tuberculosis  Unit;  those  needing  major  surgical  treat¬ 
ment  being  transferred  to  Seaham  Hail,  Poole  or  Wolsingham  Sanatorium. 

(iii)  There  were  106  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Most  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  as  disabled  persons  and  each  patient  is  assessed 
at  the  Chest  Clinic  before  returning  to  work.  There  is  close  co-operation 
between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer, 
and  if  thought  suitable  a  course  of  industrial  rehabilitation  at  the  Felling 
Unit  is  arranged  and  some  patients  are  referred  to  Finchale  Abbey 
Training  Centre  for  further  training. 

(iv)  The  vaccination  of  eligible  school  children  with  B.C.G  was 
carried  out  in  the  schools  during  the  months  of  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber.  Altogether  180  children  attending  5  schools  were  tuberculin  tested 
and  136  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccine.  ( See  details  below.) 

(v)  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Burnhope  last  year  and  122 
people  attended.  It  is  particularly  important  for  all  men  over  45  years 
of  age  to  have  an  annual  X-ray  of  the  chest  as  it  is  in  this  age  group  that 
the  highest  incidence  of  chest  disease  is  now  found.  The  X-rays  used 
for  this  purpose  employ  only  a  tiny  charge  of  radiation  and  the  machines 
are  specially  designed  to  protect  the  body  from  this  small  amount.

When  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  three  months  propaganda  material 
is  sent  through  the  post  to  all  parents.  Details  of  facilities  together  with 
the  consent  forms  for  smallpox  vaccination;  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  Tetanus  immunisation  are  enclosed  with  this  literature.  When  a  child 
reaches  the  age  of  twelve  months  and  4  years  9  months,  further  propa¬ 
ganda  pamphlets  regarding  diphtheria  immunisation  are  sent.

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery  Services 
(i)  Midwifery 

During  the  year  246  live  and  still-births  were  assigned  to  the  area. 
66  per  cent,  occurred  in  hospital  and  34  per  cent,  at  home  and  of  these 
31  were  in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  8  still-births  and  2 
deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  is  one  County  Midwife  and  one  District  Nurse  Midwife;  the 
County  Midwife  owns  a  car  and  is  authorised  to  use  it  in  the  course  of 
her  official  duties. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  use  of  and  possess  apparatus  for  gas 
and  air  analgesia.  57  per  cent,  of  the  domiciliary  cases  were  given  gas  and 
air  analgesia  and  41  per  cent,  were  given  pethidene. 
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(ii)  Domiciliary  Nursing 

A  total  of  6,175  home  visits  were  made  by  the  domiciliary  nurses 
during  the  year,  2,409  (39  per  cent.)  of  which  were  made  to  patients 
over  the  age  of  65  years.

The  Stanley  Depot  provides  a  24  hour  service  acting  as  a  reception 
point  for  calls  arising  in  the  North-West  portion  of  the  County  and  being 
responsible  for  the  emergency  service  in  the  whole  of  the  area,  besides 
having  capacity  to  handle  out-patients  from  the  Stanley  area  attending 
hospitals  for  examination  and  treatment.  Both  depots  function  under  the 
overall  supervision  of  the  Central  Control  at  Durham,  Stanley  being 
linked  by  a  direct  telephone  line.  An  additional  measure  of  control  is 
achieved  by  having  radio  installed  on  one  vehicle  at  Consett  and  three 
vehicles  at  Stanley. 

To  further  improve  co-ordination  in  the  area  a  liaison  officer  operates 
at  the  Shotley  Bridge  General  Hospital. 
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The  following  tables  give  details  of  the  work  undertaken  by  both 
depots  during  the  year  1963  but  it  is  not  possible  to  indicate  the  propor¬ 
tion  relating  to  patients  residing  in  the  Rural  District.  It  should  be  noted 
that  other  depots,  particularly  Durham,  are  frequently  involved  in  moving 
cases  into  or  out  of  the  area.

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  January,  1963,  88  cases  in  this  district  were  being 
served  by  a  Home  Help.  There  were  43  new  cases  during  the  year  and  of 
the  131  receiving  the  service,  121  (92%)  were  chronic  sick,  aged  and 
infirm.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  92  cases  in  the  area,  39  cases 
having  been  terminated  during  the  year. 

(f)  Mental  Health  Services 

Occupation  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

The  Villa  Real  Centre  has  contiuued  to  be  used  for  mentally  defective 
children  excluded  from  school  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act. 
1944.  Fourteen  males  up  to  the  age  of  16,  15  females  under  21  and 
5  females  over  21  from  the  North-West  of  Durham  travel  daily  to  this 
Centre.  The  Education  Department  arrange  for  the  provision  of  school 
meals  and  free  milk  for  these  pupils  and  for  transport  to  and  from 
the  Centre. 

(g)  Local  Health  Authority  Hostel  Accommodation 

Admission  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  health 
authority  hostels  is  arranged  directly  with  the  County  health  department, 
but  cases  requiring  urgent  attention  are  often  referred  by  their  own 
doctor  to  the  local  health  department.

(h)  Voluntary  Services — Co-ordinating  Committee 

A  Central  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  County  was  set  up  under 
the  chairmanship  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  consider  existing 
projects  carried  out  by  voluntary  organisations  and  to  eliminate  over¬ 
lapping  of  the  functions.  It  was  decided  to  establish  local  co-ordinating 
committees,  to  be  based  on  local  health  areas.  Each  voluntary  organisa¬ 
tion  in  the  area  was  to  be  represented  on  these  committees  and  it  was 
suggested  that  the  chairman  for  the  local  committee  should  be  the 
appropriate  Medical  Officer  for  the  area.

A  committee  was  formed  on  these  lines  for  this  area  (i.e.  Stanley 
and  Consett  Urban  and  Lanchester  Rural  Districts)  and  the  first  meeting 
took  place  on  the  11th  September.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  Commit¬ 
tee  should  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  as  it  should  help  to  co-ordinate 
the  voluntary  services  and  integrate  them  with  the  statutory  services.
